The plaintiffs were two Jews, who had the reputa-

depofitions alone, without the leaft evidence being 
brought in fupport of the charge, that feven quiet 
and. ufeful bufbandmen were torn from their wives

The worthy magiftrate above alluded to, main- 
tains, that, in the firft place, the laws object to the 
evidence of a Jew, even,upon cath; and, fecondly, 
that fuppoting it valid, it could not alone fuffice to 
devermine a judgment where the lives and fortnnes 
of individuals are concerned. Jn his arguments a- 
gainft the validity of Jewith evidence, Monf. Du 
Patt advances a fac too curious tobe concealed 
from our readers.
